Even though you are unable to plant 
them this fall it would be well to order them shipped now and 
heel them in over winter, burying the roots well. Undoubtedly 
many varieties will be difficult to obtain in the spring. 


We have an excellent supply of Apple, Cherry, and 
Pear Trees in larger sizes. They are all 5 years and 
over, and prices range from $5 to $10 each. These 
“‘hearing-size”’ trees are for local sales and deliveries 
only, and cannot be economically packed for long 
transportation.
